ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 


Poisoning: tin* People - S%% iud lea of 
( I n p r l n r i p l t d W r o t e b e * T h e I m p e r ­ 
a t i v e D u t y off I i e K l v l a l o n . 
[From the American I rads Journal.] 
One of the growing evils of the present 
day is the adulteration of hush 
Here- 
tou>ro tile ingenuity and dishonesty of a 
certain class of disreputable jiorsons 
have been turned to the work of adulter­ 
ating various wearing and other materi­ 
als—such as shoddy woe den g<* nls, sin xldy 
cotton goods (madeprincipally of fuller’s 
earth and starch), “ loaded” silks, arti­ 
ficial sole-leather, cast-iron jackknives, 
woollen nutmegs, chiccory'and rye cof­ 
fee, and all kinds of adulterated spices, 
etc.; but latterly the adulteration of 
articles of food, such as butter and 
cheese, sugars, etc., lins taken on such 
immense pro}x>rtions that it is likely to 
become a national evil as well as a na­ 
tional disgrace, unless it is suddenly 
checked by tho strong hand of the law, 
aided by the hearty co-operation of all 
honest men. 
So long as men’s purses 
only were made to suffer, they might 
bear tho imposition of counterfeit and 
adulterated goods with some show of 
equanimity, but when their lives are 
threatened by counterfeit and adulter­ 
ated articles of daily food forbearance 
ceases to bo a virtue, and the sooner Hie 
makers and vendors of such goods are 
brought to the bar of justice, aud their 
nefarious business put an end to, the 
better it will be tor all parties con­ 
cerned. 
Formerly, the work of adulteration 
and counterfeiting was carried on in 
secret, and the operators took every 
precaution against detection. Now the 
manufacturers of the vile compounds 
known as butterine, oleomargarine, su- 
ine, etc., take particular pains to adver­ 
tise the millions of pounds they manu­ 
facture, and publicly boost that they so 
completely counterfeit the genuine arti­ 
cle that even an expert cannot detect it. 
Large manufactories are elaborately il­ 
lustrated and described in the leading 
papers of the day, and scientific descrip­ 
tions of the chemical and mechanical 
methods of purifying the disgusting of­ 
fal of slaughter-houses are written and 
printed in scientific journals and the 
daily press at a dollar a line, together 
with scientific disquisitions on the in- 
nocuousness of such ingredients whet 
E 
riffed by poisonous and deathy acids. 
us the people are assured that millions 
and even hundreds of millions of these 
articles of food are manufactured and 
put upon the market, while it is almost 
impossible to find a pound of the stuffs 
sold as such. Tlio only conclusion to 
be arrived at is, that they are sold by 
the retail grocers, and purchased by the 
consumers, in the great majoiity of ic 
stances, as genuine products of the 
dairy, and at the same price os the gen­ 
uine article. 
Thus foul and poisonous 
stuffs, costing from I to 2 cents ju t 
pound, are sold at 30 to Ho cents [>er 
E 
ound, or whatever the real article may 
ring in tile market, and in this im­ 
mense profit, divided between the pro­ 
ducer and the retailer, w e see the strong 
inducements offered for these dishonest 
practices. 
Nor is this crime of adulteration con­ 
fined to the large cities. 
It is stated 
that an entire snap-stone quam ’ in oui 
of the Eastern States is living ground 
into a fine, flour-like substance by an 
enterprising 
firm, 
aud 
distributed 
throughout the country to farmers, dai­ 
rymen anil butter dealers as an adulter 
ant for butter. Thousands upon thou­ 
sands of circulars are sent out to that 
class of producers, offering to furnish 
tile adulterant at I cent per pound and 
assuring them that it can be used to the 
extent of 25, OO or even 75 jnr cent, in 
butter w ithout fear of detection. 
We 
are not awaro whether it has been yet 
decided by com]>eteiit medical and sci­ 
entific authority w hich is the most dead­ 
ly in its effects upon tho human system, 
this indigestible powdered stone, admin­ 
istered in real butter, or tile acid-iic- 
pregnated entrail fats of hogs and cattle, 
administered free of any admixture of 
real butter. 
Either will undoubtedly 
prove fatal to human life sooner or later. 
Already numerous new and inexplicable 
diseases with which tho best physicians 
find it im j loss ib lo to contend have been 
added to tile list of ills wiiich poor hu­ 
manity is heir to, and others will un­ 
doubtedly follow. 
It is high time that all the powers of 
the law were employed to counteract 
these nefarious and" deadly practices, 
and if tho present laws are not sufficient to 
meet the various cases as they arise, new 
laws, more efficient, more summary and 
with greater penalties attached, should 
ba enacted at once. 
This business should no longer be a1* 
lowed to flourish. Laws should be 
enacted not only to punish those en­ 
gaged in the sale of the counterfeit and 
adulterated food, but to punish the man­ 
ufacturers and seize and confiscate their 
factories, just as the dies and plates of 
counterfeiters of currency are served, 
and the manufacture of the vile stuffs, 
under whatever name they may be sold 
or put upon the market, may be eradi­ 
cated and suppressed.

Belle Uayner died in Chicago, Febru­ 
ary 10th, 1832, of malarial fever, age ‘22 
years.

But she was not latisfied with 
the mere possession and enjoyment of 
lier gifts, feeling that they must bo con­ 
secrated to the upbuilding of God’s 
work; so she became au efficient helper, 
as organist iii the Mission chapel at the 
Pacific Garilen Mission. 
For four mouths 
she 
had Hull pr­ 
od severely. 
Yet her patience aud faith 
completely triumphed over all weariness 
aud pain; not a doubt or a complaint es­ 
caped ber lips. She wanted to live, she 
said; life seemed so full of rich possibil­ 
ities, yet she w’as ready to go at any mo­ 
ment. God knew best. 
As death be­ 
came more amt more certain, she planned, 
oven to the minutest detail, for lier fun­ 
eral service's, both hero aud in Chicago. 
She desired particular persons to per­ 
form these last offices of kindness. She 
selected all the music to bo sung;— 
‘‘Asleep iii Jesus”; “When for mo the 
silent oar parts the silent river”; “Angels 
ever bright and fair,” from Handel; and 
of the welI known hymn, “I am praying 
for you,” the first stanza, and the stanza 
beginning—“I have a peace, it is calm as 
a river.” She chose the passages to I*' 
read from the Bible,—the psalm begin­ 
ning —“God •« our refuge aud strength, a 
very present help in trouble,” to be fol­ 
lowed by the Beatitudes from the Sermon 
on the Mount; and she wanted, in the 
services here, something said, based upon 
the words—“Blessed are the pure in heart 
for thc> shall see God.” 
Another gentle, lovely spirit has left j 
us aud gone to God; yet we must thank | 
him tor lier twenty-two years of beauti-

fill life, aud for the radiant peace amt ; 
grand trust of those sacred hours just j 
before the “silver cord was loosed and :
